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Jury links 4 to assessment bribery 


Bribe money—obtained in ex- 
change for reducing real estate 
valuations—was utilized for a fund 
to defend Supervisor of Assessments 
James W. Barton against his 1982 in- 
dictments, Madison County grand 
jurors charged Friday. 

Barton and three 
others—including Fred E. Finck of 
the assessment Board of 
Review—were named as the jury 
returned a total of 18 counts in an in- 
dictment late Friday afternoon. 

THE YEAR-LONG investigation, 
as had been' rumored, was aided by 
the recording of conversations with 
a hidden tape recorder. The record- 
ed talks dealt with auto agency 
assessments. 

‘The bribery conspiracy is alleged 


to have lasted from July 1, 1983, to, 
Sept. 1, 1984, It is alleged that assess- 
ment changes were made, not on 
merit, but in response to monetary 
contributions. 

Although there have been no con- 
victions and no admissions of guilt, 
indications are growing that Barton 
61, county supervisor of assessments 
for the past 12 years, will not be ap- 
pointed to a fourth four-year term 
this fall 

HE WAS ASSESSOR of Granite Ci- 
ty Township from 1965 to 1972, ac- 
cepting the appointive county post 
mainly because of the belief at that 
time that it would become an elec- 
tive office. 

The Sept, 21 defendants are: 

Barton, nine counts of official 
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misconduct, three counts of bribery 
one count of conspiracy to commit 
bribery and one count of conspiracy 
tocommit official misconduct. 

—Finck, 53, of Godfrey, one count 
each of obstruction of justice, of 
ficial : misconduct, conspiracy to 
commit official misconduct and con 
spiracy to commit bribery. 

—MERLE C. BASSETT, an Alton 
attorney, one count each of perjury 
bribery, conspiracy to commit 
bribery and conspiracy to commit 
official misconduct. He formerly 
was Barton's lawyer. 

Bassett’s son, Gerald, a law stu 
dent and a former deputy in Bar- 
ton’s office, three counts of bribery 
and one count each of official 
misconduct, conspiracy to commit 
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bribery and conspiracy to commit 
official misconduct 

Robert Carter, an Alton attorney 
is said to have been ‘“‘wired for 
sound"’ by Illinois Division of 
Criminal Investigation agents when 
he gave 4 $500 check in December 
1983 to Gerald Bassett. 

Carter was said to be acting as an 
attorney for William Roberts, owner 
of the Roberts Ford agency in Alton 

THE ASSESSMENT of Roterts’ 
home in Godfrey was later reduced 
twice by a total of $10,000 but 
Roberts w; not seeking personal 
gain; he was part of the effort to ob- * 
tain evidence, it was learned 

Jurors alleged that Finck and the 
Bassetts set up a defense fund in 
August 1983 to help Barton finance 


his defense in the 1982 case 

Gifts to the fund are said to have 
been offered in return for the lower- 
ing of values on residential and 
business property. 

THE INDICTMENT relates that 
$700 was given in October 1983 by 
Dave Croft, owner of the Croft 
Chrysler:Plymouth agency in Col- 
linsville. It contends this was related 
to the car dealership’s 1983 valuation 
for taxes payable in 1984 

Finck is accused of, instructing an 
aide to delete from tax records a 
change in the Croft agency's assess- 
ment, potentially impeding prosecu- 
tion of Barton.

Governor urges efficiency in schools

Governor James R. Thompson, 
atidressing the annual convention of 
the! Illinois Press’ Association in 
Decatur, Ul, Saturday morning, 
Said he is aware of the financial 
plight of the Granite City public 
schools, but said he cannot see how 
the state can help further at this 
time, 

“If the people in Iilinois want the 
best education system they can 
have, by golly, they are going to 
have to pay for it. Nobody's going to 
give it to them for free,” Thompson 
said in response to a question from 
the Press-Record 

IF THE SCHOOLS, in a combined 
effort by teachers, administrators 
and parents, can\ convince the 
general public that the schools 
should taken an even larger share of 
the tax pie than they currently.take, 
the governor said, he would support 


increased funding levels for schools.’

significantly more for education, if, 
if everybody involved in the process 
will trade off. If all the individuals 
involved will help run them (the 
schools) more efficiently, 1 think the

We need parents interested in thé 
schooling of their kids. It has been 
demonstrated worldwide, if parents 
play a bigger role, students will get a 
better education. Taxes cannot do 
that,"’ he told editors and publishers 
at the breakfast.

“I think we ought to have many 
more dollars in elementary and 
secondary education. Clearly we 
need to do something about 
teachers’ salaries because we are 
not getting the best quality of 
teachers out of our colleges. We need 
to attract better teachers,"’ he said. 

He also said that the schools ‘‘need 
to do something" about discipline 
and better curriculum in the schools. 

NOTING THAT approximately 70 
percent of the population does not 
have children in the schools, addi- 
tional state taxes would be political- 
ly “hard to sell” in the legislature, 
particularly among the senators and 
representatives from upstate 
districts whose constituents have 
voted for higher. property taxes so 
they now have good schools and no 
financial difficulties. 

The state lottery ts not the full 
answer for educational funding, the 
governor said. “It (the lottery) is go- 
ing great guns and will return to the 
taxpayers 10 times the amount it 
returned when I became governor 
Annual receipts (when the lottery 
started) were in the high $30 
millions, $37 or $38 million (a year) 
This year, we estimate the lottery 
will return $480 million. 


The lottery is well run. It now is 
entertainment rather than a 
desparation scheme for the 
economically distressed," he said 

HOWEVER, he warned, even if 
the entire $480 million‘ from the lot- 
tery was devoted to education. “it 
still wouldn't make any difference to 
education,” the governor said. - 

This. year, a record year, more 
than $2 billion was spent on elemen 
tary and secondary education: “If 
every penny from the lottery was 
put into the schools,.the taxpayers 
would still have to put in anothér 
billion and a half dollars,"* and other 
valuable programs, such as mental 
health and developmental 
disabilities programs would have to 
go without funding, he said. 

“I am grateful for the lottery, but 
we have to be careful not to use it for 
year-to-year expenses, so if it stops 
becoming entertainment and it fails, 
we won't have to make it us with 
other taxes or other ways,” he 
stated. 

THE GOVERNOR'S speech 
followed a brief address to the press 
association by U.S. Representative 
Paul Simon, Democratic candidate 
for the U.S. senator's post currently 
held by Charles Percy 

Simon said he will continue his 
fight for educational funding. “We 
shape our future through educa 
tion,”* Simon said 

He noted that the decline in fun- 
ding for education is due, in part, to 
a general economiic decline in- the’ 
region and the nation. ‘‘Economic 
decline is not an act of God, it is a 
human economic decision and it can 
be changed.” he stated.

Raises budgeted by 
Madison schools

With no public comment and no 
discussion among board members, 
the Madison Schoo! Board on Thurs 
day night approved its 1984-85 final 
budget, totaling $6 00. 

A public hearing, was conducted 
prior to the boar@'s regular meeting. 
No members of the audience spoke 
and the board unanimously passed 
the budget during the meeting. It 
contains six-percent raises for all 
school personnel 

THE $6 MILLION budget is a 
three percent increase over last 
year's bukiget of $5,860,850. Actual 
expenditures in 1983-84 were 
$4,765,753, Madison School 
Superintendent John Palcheff said. + 

The board approved a tentative 
budget during an Aug. 20 meeting, 
and there were no changes in that 
budget, which was adopted as the of- 
ficial budget Thursday for the fiscal 
year ending next June 30 

A total of $4,906, 150 is budgeted for 
the education fund, compared to last 
year’s education fund appropriation 
of $4,755,150. Of that, .the ‘school 
district actually spent $4,094,569. 

The new budget allots $203,500 for

transportation, $1,500 more than 
budgeted last year, although only, 
$144,901 was actually spent. 

ANOTHER $125,800 is earmarked 
for the Iinois Municipal’ Retire- 
ment Fund, up from $120,450 in the 
previous budget, with $111,078 ae 
tually spent last year 

Budgeted for the building fund is 
$679,000 for 1984-85, while $642,000 
was appropriated ‘last year and 
$274,199 was spent 

Bond and interest expenditures in 
1984-85 are projected at $138,250, in- 
cluding: $80,000 to retire bonds agd 
$58,250 to meet interest. Last year’s 
appropriation was $141,250 and the 
expenditure was $141,006. 

APPROPRIATIONS in the educa- 
tion fund include $1,013,000 for 
elementary instruction, $508,000 for 
middie school instruction and 
$762,500 for high school instruction, 
up from the year-ago allocations of 
$1,003,500, $494,000 and $736,500. 

The 1984-85 education fund ap- 
propriations also include $115,400 for 
board expenses, Supt. Palcheff said 
such costs include travel, equip- 
ment, board office supplies, board 
secretary salaries, audits, legal ser-

A security guard at the lot was in- 
formed the girl being sought was 
entered in the police computer 
system as a runaway and was pro- 
bably inside the clinic. 

An administrator at the clinic was 
advised that thé Granite City Police 
Department wanted to take custody 
of the girl immediately and the 
woman went inside the clinic to 


check. About 10 minutes later, the 
administrator returned, saying no 
one by the name given by officer was 
inside the clinic. 

A description was provided arid 
again the administrator related that 
no one fitting the description was in- 
side. 

An alias possibly used by the girl 
was received and officers returned 
to the clinic and learned someone by 
the alias name was listed on a clip- 
board. At that point, an employee 
reported a person using the name 
had an abortion performed and was 
in “recovery.”

A clause was also included, on the 
insistance of the committee, that 
would ban the transmission of X- 
rated material on any of the chan- 
nels offered to the residents of 
Madison. 

The ordinance also’ provides for 
five channels to be available to the 
city for ‘special monitoring ser- 
vices."’ This use could include the 
remote video monitoring of high 
crime areas from the police depart- 
ment: 

Alderman Garrett questioned Car- 
ruth several times about the control 
of the community access ¢hannel, 
designated as channel 18. Carruth 
said the Cable TV company in no 
way controls the channel and that 
the city could set up guidelines for 
its use by the citizens of Madison. 

Carruth used Edwardsville as.an 
example of the only city; in the Cable 
‘TV company’s 22 franchises in this 
area, to set up a permanent site in 
the city hall there for community ac- 
cess channel use and he pointed out 
that the city council there has 
adopted guidelines for its use. 

He was also quick to point out that 
the community access channels in 
the other communities South- 
Wesiern serves are rarely, if ever, 
used, with the exception of Edward- 
sville 

Garrett reiterated his concern 
over who would control the channel, ~ 
but the miatter was never thoroughly 
discussed or agreed upon.

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Law permits seniors to collect tax benefits early 


Governor James R.| Thompson 
recently signed legislation, which 
will permit senior citizens to claim 
eligibility for circuit breaker 
benefits during the month in which 
they turn 65 years of age. 

Prior to this measure. becoming 
law, senior citizens did not become 
eligible for benefits under the Senior 
Citizens and Disabled Persons Pro- 
perty Tax Retief Act, known as the 
circuit breaker, until Jan. 1 in the 
year following their 65th birthday. 

“This legislation will ensure that 
senior citizens can take full and 


timely advantage of circuit breaker 5 


benefits,” the governor said. “As 
soon as eligible senior citizens reach 
65, they can begin to claim the tax 
savings provided by thelaw.”—- 
House Bill 2377 provides that the 
Department of Revenue prorate the 
first’ year of eligibiity, so a senior 
eitizen will receive benefits for the 
fhumber of months remaining in the 


reach 65 in 1984. For example, a 
senior citizen who; turned 65 in 
February 1984 will'be eligible for 
benefits from March through the re- 
mainder of 1984 E 
In other recent action, Thompson 
signed legislation which included: 
USE BILL 2332. The measure 
amends the Public Aid Code, expan- 
ding eligibility for special and 
emergency assistance to include 
childl pregnant women and 
fainilies in which the youngest child 
is between 18 and 20 years of age 
The reasons for which special 
assistance can be provided are also 
expanded in the legislation and the 
1g on these assistance expen- 
ditures is raised from $2 million to $3 
million. In addition, the measure re- 
quires the Department of Public Aid 
(to supervise the administration of 
“food and shelter assistance. 
HOUSE BILL 3123. The law 
amends the Adoption Act to allow 


their biological parents. Registra 
tion is strictly voluntary for parents 
or adoptees. The standards and pro. 
cedures for release of registry in 
formation are detailed in the law 

‘The measure effective immediate- 
ly, also requires that information on 
the health, general physical ap- 
pearance and background of the 
biological parents ‘to be given to 
adopting parents before finalization 
of the adoption.

SENATE BILL 1179. The measure 
creates the Illinois Parentage Act of 
1984 and repeals the Paternity Act 
establishing the right of each child to 
the physical, emotional and 
monetary support of his or her 
parents without regard to the 
parents’ marital status.

Archeologists note varied methods 


By TOMMYE WALTER 


“It’s the bone of a fish," the young 
lady said, carefully working the 
trowel beneath what looked like an 
unimpressive lump of damp earth. 

“Yes, the spine of a fish,” Sidney 
Denny, professor of anthropological 
studies at Southern Illinois Universi- 
ty at Edwardsville, answered. 

THOSE WERE not the Universi- 
ty of Salerno student's exact words; 
in fact, what she said wasn’t even 
spoken in English — it was Italian. 
However, the next word was: ‘‘ver- 
tabrae," and she was right. In her 
hand, ‘she held the tiny bones of a 
fish that had obviously come from 
the Mississippi River or small 
streams below the bluffs. 

Standing in a hole in the earth that 
reached to her thighs, the Italian 
university senior was among a 
group of eight students and five 
faculty members from the Universi- 
ty of Salerno in Italy helping to ex- 
cavate a storage pit on the SIUE 
campus, dating back to 800 to 1000 
A.D. 

The students and their teachers 
were on the SIUE campus studying 
American archeological methods. 
Several years ago, the University of 
Salerno, SIUE and SIU-Carbondale 


set up an agreement for cooperative 
research and educational programs 
between the Italian institution and 
the American university 

LAST YEAR, several SIUE 
students and faculty members 
visited Italy as the initial exchange. 
While the students were there, they 
participated in a dig at San Vito near 
Paestum, a significant ar- 
cheological site. This year, the 
Italians came to the Edwardsville 
campus. 

Next year, SIUE faculty and 
students will return to San Vito to 
work on the excavation there. 

‘Thousands of miles separate the 
buffs on the SIUE campus and the 
floodplain of the Sele River near 
Paestum in Italy. Yet there are 
many differences and com- 
monalities between the two areas 
and the methods used to determine 
who once lived there and what they 
were like. 

QNE IMPORTANT thing students 
learn from their encounters with 
another culture is that prehistoric, 
the period before recorded history, 
doesn’t mean the same on the Euro- 
pean continent as it does in America 
for the simple reason that European 
history "has been documented in 


writing for many more years than 
the historital events jot North 
America. = 

“It depends on when writing was 
discovered and utilized’ in that 
culture,” William Woods, staff assis- 
tant in the SIUE department of an- 
thropology, said. 

For that reason, language is very 
important for Europeans preparing 
for the archeological profession. 
Mario Mello, professor of Roman 
History and director of the Ar- 
cheological Institute at the Universi- 
ty of Salerno, has an intellectural 
background heavy in the classjcs. 

“IN THE UNITED States, to 
become an archeologist, one must 
study the sciences zoglogy, 
geology, anthropology, archedlogy, 
etc.,"" Woods said. 

Italian and American ar- 
cheological sites differ somewhat in 
that stone foundations, coins, beads 
and a lot more pottery shards are 
found at European sites. 

At the Edwardsville excavation 
site, the Italian and American 
students were finding pieces of burn- 
ed limestone, pottery shards and 
bits of animal bone., ‘‘This bluff is 
covered with loess,” Denny pointed 
out, stretching his arm to the distant 
horizon. “Fifty feet thick,’’ 


THE SILT LOAM. blew up on the 
bluffs from the Mississippi Valley 
during the last Ice Age. “Any rock 
we find up here was brought here," 
Denny said. 

Already evidence of three houses 
has been found in the area where the 
students were digging. One house 
has been identified as a Late Bluff 
house, dating from 1000 A.D. The 
other is somewhat newer, dating 
from the Mississippian period (1000 
to 1400 A.D.). 

“They are superimposed on one 
another. When one house was aban- 
doned, they built another house, and 
when that one was abandoned, still 
another,” Denny said. 

THE SIUE archeologist pointed 
out that with so many buildings in 
the same location, it becomes dif- 
ficult to tell where one ends and the 
other begins. 

In addition to participating in the 
excavation of the American Indian 
site on the Edwardsville campus, 
the Italian students and their in- 
structors attended lectures on 
American archeological 
methodology and visited museums 
and other archeological sites in 
Chicago, Springfield and Fort 
Kaskaskia. 


Illinois College enrollment increases 


Registration for the fall semester 
closed at Illinois College this week 
with the student count reaching 785, 
thd fourth highest enrollment in the

The 785 registration figure in- 
cludes 762 full-time students and 23 
part-time. Some 413 male students 
are included in the totals and 372 
women.

- dividual a fresh start in life. Persons considering 
Bankruptcy for the first time frequently have a 
variety-of questions concerning Bankruptcy pro. 
cedure. This article will attempt to spéil out 
what takes place in Bankruptcy proceedings in 
an! effort to make individuals aware 
relative simplicity of the process. 

A Chapter 7 Bankruptcy does not officially 
begin until the debtor's Bankruptcy petition has 
been filed with the Bankruptcy Court. This peti 

* tion is basically a statement by the debtor of his 
current financial condition. It contains personal 
information such as the occupation 
bank accounts and tax refunds of the debtor as 
well as a list of all creditors to whom the debtor 
owes money. From the time the debtor files his 

creditors must 
mediately stop collection efforts against the 
debtor which means that they cannot call him, 
write to him, sue him, or garnishee his wages.
